AND RECTOR OF CHAD'S UNIVERSITY FOR AN IV GRANT. FRENCH CITIZEN. 

BORN FEBRUARY 25, 1923 AT MONTPELLIER, FRANCE. 

2. HAS TRAVELED AFRICA AND EUROPE, INCLUDING SOVIET UNION (IN 
1973). NEVER VISITED US. 

3. SPEAKS ENGLISH FAIRLY WELL AND WILL NOT NEED ESCORT/INTREPRETER 
FOR ENTIRE DURATION OF TRIP. 

4. MR. CABOT’S TRAINING HAS BEEN EXCLUSIVELY IN THE FRENCH 
SYSTEM. HE BEGAN HIS TEACHING CAREER IN CHAD IN THE EARLY 1950'S 

AND SUBSEQUENTLY WORKED IN NORTH AFRICA AND FRANCE WHERE HE OBTAINED 
HIS PH. D. (1965) AND TAUGHT AT THE SORBONNE. HE WAS APPOINTED 
TO HIS PRESENT POSITION SHORTLY BEFORE THE OPENING OF THE UNIVERSITY 
IN N’MDJAMENA IN JANUARY 1972.
